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THE NEW DIRECTOR OF THE ALABAMA 
PUBLIC LIBRARY SERVICE 


The new director of the Alabama Public 
Library Service, Mrs. Elizabeth Parks 
Beamguard, began her responsibilities this 
week by meeting with a group of citizens 
in Chilton County wanting a rural library 
program, speaking to the Rotary Club of 
Opp, and reporting on Alabama libraries to 
the Legislative Council of the Alabama 
Federated Women’s Clubs during 
state conference at Montevallo. These are 
not new exper:ences for Mrs. Beamguard, 
who for the past several years served the 
Agency as Field Representative, visiting 
counties and cities to speak to clubs or to 
work with their library. 

Mrs. Beamguard was appointed to her 
new position by the Executive Board of the 
Alabama Public Library Service upon the 
resignation of Miss Emily Wheelock Reed 
who has left to take the position of Consult- 
ant for Adult Services to Groups in the 
Washington, D. C., library system. Mrs. 
Beamguard came to the state from her posi- 
tion as Director of the Huntsville-Madison 
County Library, a position which she had 
held since 1944. Prior to this she was with 
the school and public library system in Chat- 
tanooga and Hamilton County, Tennessee. 

She served as the first librarian at the 
Huntsville Extension Center of the Univer- 
sity of Alabama in 1954, and was one of 
thirty-five librarians in the U.S. invited to 
attend the Allerton Park Conference at 
Urbana, Illinois to study the curricula of 
library schools. On a year’s leave of absence 
in 1955 from the Huntsville position, Mrs. 
Beamguard worked with Mrs. Lois Rainer

Mrs. Beamguard has served on the Execu- 
tive Council of the Alabama Library Asso- 
ciation, and as Chairman of the Public Li- 
brary Section of the Southeastern Library 
Association.

Mrs. Beamguard was appointed by Gov- 
ernor John Patterson to represent library 
service on the Governor’s Advisory Commit- 
tee on Alabama’s Planning for the 1961 
White House Conference on Aging. 

Mrs. Beamguard is the former Elizabeth 
Fleming Parks of Fayetteville, Tennessee. 
Her parents were the late Joel Dodson and 
Emma Puckette Parks, well known pioneer 
family of early Tennessee history. She re- 
ceived her degree from the University of 
Tennes‘ee with a major in English and 
French, and a minor in history and jour- 
nalism. She holds a permanent teaching 
certificate, and was on the Varsity debating 
team as well as a member of the Orange 
and White, college newspaper. Her library 
degree is from Emory Library School, Emory 
University. Her brother is Rear Admiral 
Joel Dodson Parks III, Commanding Officer 
of the Naval Supply Center, San Diego. 
She has one daughter, Mrs. Robert Lewis

One of the many chuckles O. T. gets from 
his rather different talents concerns the com- 
manders of the school (the Medical Service 
School at Gunter, which the library serves 
primarily).

The first one danced by the bandstand with 
his wife. His only comment was: ‘O. T., you 
surprise me!” The next one saw me marching 
in a band through Court Square downtown 
it Christmas time in the Santa Claus parade.”

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ALABAMA COLLEGES ARE AWARDED GRANTS 


FROM 


Seventy-seven college libraries have been 
awarded grants to strengthen their resources 
by the Association of College and Research 
Libraries, a division of the American Library 
Association. All of the grants go to privately 
endowed institutions. Applications in the 
1959-60 program were received from 320 
college libraries. 

Birmingham-Southern College, Mrs. Mar- 
garet Hughes, Librarian, received a grant of 
$500. It is to be used for the purchase of 
books in the fields of American drama, cur- 
rent American literature and European his- 
tory, based upon bibliographies drawn up by 
visiting scholars to the faculty: Dr. Frederic 
B. M. Hollyday, Duke University, who 
taught in the summer of 1959, and Dr. Ken- 
neth Allan Robinson, Whitney Professor of 
English from Dartmouth College, who is 
teaching during the current year.

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MINUTES OF EXECUTIVE COUNCIL 
January 30, 1960 


The Executive Council of the Alabama Library Association met at 10:30 A.M. on 
Saturday, January 30, 1960, at the Friedman Library in Tuscaloosa. Members present 
were Edna Earle Brown, Nell Arsic, Richard Covey, John K. Cameron, Ethel Sanders, 
Margaret Miller, O. T. Chambers, and John Hyatt, who was representing Alice Doughtie. 


The minutes of the previous meeting of September 12, 1959, were corrected to show 
that the Council wished to go on record as supporting a resolution that the Public Library 
Service Director be a graduate of a Library School approved by the American Library 
Association. 


The Treasurer’s report showed a balance of $311.71. The Alabama Librarian owes 
some $800.00 to the current printers. The President directed the Treasurer to pay this as 
soon as possible, particularly since we may change printers soon. The depleted condition 
of the treasury was discussed and several possible solutions put forth. The Treasurer’s 
report was accepted as read. 


Mr. Covey presented a report on membership. A total of 204 persons are paid up 
for 1960. It was noted that the school librarians’ membership is very low. The Secretary 
was directed to ask Miss Blackshear if she might suggest something in regard to this situ- 
ation. The possibility of raising the membership fee for institutions was discussed. 


The chairman of the Auditing Committee, Mr. Shearer, is no longer available for the 
position. Mrs. Brown said that she would contact persons who might take over his duties. 


The Scholarship Committee chairman, Mrs. Margaret Hughes, sent a report on the 
work of her group. Council discussed the idea of interesting certain Alabama industries 
in contributing to our scholarship funds. 


Mrs. Brown read a letter from Mr. Joe Templeton, chairman of the Convention Pro- 
gram Committee, regarding convention plans. Planning can now be said to be in the 


final stages. 


Mr. Wilbur Helmbold, chairman of the Literary Award Committee, reported on the 
work of his committee. 


Miss Margaret Miller, in the absence of Chairman Cleo Cason, reported for the 
Nominating Committee. 


President Brown reported on the hearing before the Senate Judiciary Committee con- 
cerning the bill affecting the Public Library Service Division. At the same time, Mrs. 
Brown read a letter from Miss Emily Reed thanking the Association for its support during 
her tenure as Director of the Alabama Public Library Service. The Secretary was asked 
to acknowledge receipt of the letter and on behalf of the Executive Council, wish Miss 
Reed well in her new position. 

The Secretary was directed to write to each member of the Congressional delegation 
from Alabama, requesting their support for the extension of the Library Services Act, and 
asking them to support $.155, which deals in part with the selling of surplus government 
property to public libraries. 

The meeting was adjourned at 12:45 P.M.
